First  Quarter,  January  1  to  March  31,  1945  l/ 


Trend  in  Land  Prices 

The  index  of  land  prices'  of  the  17  selected  counties  continued  to 
rise  in  the  first  quarter  of  1945  at  nearly  the  same  rate  as  in  the 
previous  quarter.  Z/    The  index  is  now  approximately  2  percent  above 
the  preceding  quarter,   9  percent 'above  the  first  quarter  of  1944,  and 
66  percent  above  the  first  quarter  of  1941  (table  1).    Price  increases 
over  the  preceding  quarter  were  the  largest  in  Adams,  Dickinson,  Haskell 
and  Fallon  counties,  but  in  Judith  Basin,  Howard,  Lancaster,  Morton  and 
Haakon  counties,  the  index  was  lower.     The  index  of  7  counties  was 
higher  this  quarter  than  in  any'  other  quarter  since  1941,  and  iri  an  .  ;• 
additional  county,  it  was  equal  to  a  previous  high,.   In  no  county  was 
the  index  lower  than- the  lowest  point  of  1944.  ■•     •.  •*-  : 

The  average  prices  per  acre  also  indicate  the  continuing  upward 
trend  in  the  price  ..of  land.    Nine  counties  had  a  higher  average  price 
per  acre,  this  quarter  than  in  the  previous  quarter  (table  2)v  Every  ;  i  '■ 
county  in  the  survey  had  a  higher  average  price-,  per  acre  this  quarter 
than  in  the  same  quarter  a  year  ago.    The  highest  average  price  per  "'< 
acre  since  the  beginning  of  the  survey  was  reached  this  quarter  in  six 
counties,  Adams,  Dickinson,  Haskell,  Deuel,  Ward  and:  Clay, 

The  average  quality  of  land  sold,  as  indicated sby  the  assessed 
value,  was  slightly  higher  than  in' the  .previous  quarter  (table  3),  In 
Lancaster,  Brookings,  Brown,  and  Haakon,  however,  a  slightly  poorer 
quality  of  land  was  sold  compared  with  the  previous  quarter.  ' '*  1 


l/    Recorded  land  transfers  from  county  records  and  other,  available 
sources.    Data,  for  Montana  and  North  Dakota  were  developed,  under  coopera- 
tive agreements  with  the  Montana  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  the 
North  Dakota  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.

Memo,  No*  18, 
February  1944,     The  average  index  series  for  the  seventeen- counties  was 
derived  from  the  county  series  by  giving  each  county ^the  weight  of  one. 
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Local  informants  generally  feel  that  the  peak  in  land  prices  has 
not  yet  been  reached,  and  many  feel  that  the  rise  in  land  prices  will 
continue  upward  during  the  war  period  unless  there  is  a  crop  failure. 
Over  most  of  the  region,  reports  indicate  that  both  the  surface  and 
subsoil  moisture  conditions  are  better  than  usual,  although  there  are 
areas  in  which  there  is  an  excess  of  moisture  as  in  the  Red  River 
Valley,  and  a  lack  of  moisture  in  Adams  County,  Colorado.     In  a  large 
part  of  the  spring  wheat  areas,  seeding  has  been  delayed  by  low  tempera- 
turos,  snow,  and  rain.     In  tho  range  areas,  the  feed  conditions  and 
moisture  conditions  are  generally  favorable. 

Finance  of  Land  Salos 

As  in  previous  quarters,  cash  sales  continued  to  be  the  main  type 
of  sale,  with  a  slightly  higher  percentage  than  in  the  previous  quarter 
(table  4).     Of  all  tho  sales,  62  percent  were  cash  salos,  27  percent  were 
mortgage  sales,  and  11  percent  were  contracts  for  deed.     In  4  counties, 
Howard,  Brookings,  Brown  and  Clay,  less  than  50  porcent  of  the  sales 
were  for  cash,  while  in  Haskell,  Fallon,  Haakon  and  Goshen,  cash  sales 
wero  moro  than  75  percent  of  tho  total.    Every  county  had  some  mortgage 
sales,  bu<fc  in  only  Howard,  Brookings  and  Clay  counties,  did  mortgage 
sales  comprise  more  than  50  percent  of  the  total.    Contracts  for  deed 
were  reported  in  only  7  counties,  Fallon,  Deuel,  Morton,  Stutsman,  ".Yard, 
Brown  and  Haakon,  and  in  only  2  counties  were  contracts  for  doed  used 
in  25  percent  or  more  of  the  total  salos.     Proportionately  fewer  con- 
tracts for  deed  were  used  this  quarter  than  in  the  preceding  quarter. 
There  will  bo  fewer  contracts  for  deod  used,  as  the  state  and  county 
governments  and  private  corporations  dispose  of  their  land  holdings. 

Sollcrs,  as  in  the  previous  quarters,  provided  tho  largest  portion 
of  credit  used  in  financing  land  sales  (table  5),    Sixty-one  pereent  of 
the  salos  which  involved  credit  were  finoncod  by  seller  mortgages,  9 
percont  by  assumed  mortgages,  and  31  percent  by  other  new  mortgages. 
There  wore  7  counties,  Judith  Basin,  Deuel,  Traill,  Brookings,  Clay, 
Lancaster  and  Goshen,  in  which  less  than  50  percent  of  the  sales  involv- 
ing credit  were  financod  with  seller  mortgages.    A  larger  percentago  of 
credit  was  in  the  form  of  new  mortgages  and  less  in  the  form  of  assumed 
mortgages  this  quarter  than  in  the  preceding  quarter.  Individuals 
supplied  31  percent  of  the  now  mortgages  ■  federal  land  banks,  31  percent; 
commercial  banks,  17  percent;  insurance  companies,  14  percent;  and  other 
sources,  7  percent,    A  larger  percentage  of  the  now  mortgages  was  pro- 
vided by  individuals,  federal  land  banks,  and  commercial  banks  than  in 
the  previous  quarter,  while  insurance  companies  provided  a  much  smaller 
percentago. 

The  buyors  had  an  average  oquity  of  44  percent  in  the  mortgage 
salos  and  an  average  equity  of  27  percent  in  the  contracts  for  deed 
salos.     Tho  average  equities  in  both  mortgage  sales  and  sales  by  contract 
for  dood  wero  larger  this  quarter  than  in  the  preceding  quarter. 
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Volume  of  Sales 

The  number  of  sales  this  quarter  decreased  30  percent  from  a  year 
ago;     There  were  1062  sales  in  the  first  quarter  of  1944  and  only  748 
sales  this  quarter  (table  6).     In  Adams,  Morton,  Stutsman  and  Clay 
counties,  the  number  of  sales  decreased  over  50  percent.    It  is  thought 
that  in  Adams  County  the  short  wheat  crop  of  last  year  and  the  poor 
prospects  of  a  crop  this  year,  due  to  drought,  has  discouraged  some 
purchasers.     The  decrease  in  the  number  of  county  tax-deed  sales  in 
Morton  and  Stutsman  counties  is  partly  responsible  for  fewer  sales  in 
these  counties.     Informants  report  that  one  of  the  factors  in  the  re- 
duction of  the  volume  of  sales  in  Clay  County  was  the  failure  of  much 
of*  the  corn  last  year  on  the  river  bottoms  due  to  frequent  flooding. 

Sales  activity,  as  measured  by  the  percentage  of  land  in  farms  • 
sold,  decreased  from  2,0  percent  a  year  ago  to  1,5  percent  in  this 
quarter.    Sales  activity  was  highest  in  Haskell,  Lancaster,  Goshen, 
Howard,  Ward,  Brown  and  Haakon  counties. 

There  continued  to  be  very  little  land  sold  in  Dickinson  and  Clay 
counties,  where  0,3  percent  and  0.4  percent  respectively  was  sold, 
Lancaster  County,  however,  which  in  the  past  had  relatively  low  activity, 
now  ranks  with  the  highest  activity  counties,    A  larger  acreage  of  land 
was  sold  in  Lancaster  County  this  quarter  than  any  time  during  the  study. 
The  reasons  for  this  change  have  not  been  determined. 

Distress  transfers  in  most  counties  are  negligible,  although  some 
of  the  counties  in  the  Dokotas,  particularly  Ward  County,  are  still 
taking  a  few  tax  titles. 


Buyers 

The  percentage  of  farmer  purchasers  remained  high.    Fifty- seven 
percent  of  the  purchases  were  by  owner- operators,  20  percent  by  tenants 
and  3  percent  by  farm  laborers  and  farm  boys  (table  7),  Nonfarmors 
purchased  20  percent  of  the  tracts,  three-fourths  of  which  were  purchased 
by  residents  of  the  county  or  adjoining  county,  and  the  remaining  one- 
fourth,  purchased  by  people  living  beyond  the  adjoining  counties.  The 
percentage  of  tenant  purchases  continued  to  be  highest  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  region.     The  percentage  of  nonfarmer  purchases  was  highest 
in  Brookings,  Traill,  Dickinson,  Lancaster,  Brown  and  Howard  counties, 
ranging  from  25  to  42  percent,  but  only  in  Brookings  County  did  the 
percentage  of  nonfarmer  purchases  exceed  the  percentage  of  owner- operators 
buying . 

Sellers 

Individuals  sold  61  percent  of  the  tracts  this  quarter  (table  8), 
This  is  a  continuation  of  the  upward  trend  of  the  past  several  years. 
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About  half  of  those  sailors. were  nonoperators,  about  ono-third  wore 
owner- operators,  and  the  others  could  not  bo  classified  as  to  occupa- 
tion. 

Estate  sales  continuod-to  \>o  about  9  percent  of  the- sales.  State 
and  county  governments  made  3  percent  and  12  percent,  respectively,  of 
all  sales;  insurance  companies,  8  percent;  federal  land,  banks,  3  per- 
cent; and  other  corporations,  4  percent.  .Corporate  and  public  agency., 
sales  each  make  up- 15  percent .  of  tho  total,  with  both  on  a  downward 
trend.     There  were  county  tax-deed ; sales  in  Fallon,  Stutsman,  Ward, 
Brown,  Haakon  and  Goshen  counties.     The  proportion  of  insurance  company 
sales  was  largest  in  Howard,  Brookings,  Brown  and  Clay  counties. 

One  hundred  forty-nine  or  about  one-fifth  of  all  sales  were  by 
farmer's c    Seventy- throo  porcont  of  thesj  farmers  are  6till  farming, 
but  it  is  not  known  how  many  sold  land  that  was  not  a-  part  of  their 
operating  unit,  how  many  sold  land  to  reduce  their  u-nits  or  how  .many 
sold  but  arc  now  operating  another  farm.    Nine  percent  of  the  farcers 
who  sold  arc  entering  other  work  and  18  percent  ar-  retiring.

Resales 

31ovon  percent  of  tho  sales  this  quarter  are  rosalos  of  tracts 
purchased  during  the  preceding  24  months  (table  9),    ThL$  is  approxi- 
mately double  the  percontago  of  a  year  ago.     Tho  percentage  of  resales 
was  ro lativoly  .high  in  Haskell ,  Judith  Basin  and  Goshen  counties,  where 
32,  19  and  19  porcont.   respectively,  were  so  classified.    Many  of  tho 
tracts  wore  held  a  j  jlatively  short  time,  thirty-nine  porcont  of  tho 
resales  occurred  witlun  less  than  5  months.     Tho  average  length  of  timo 
between  resales  was  about  11  months.     Tho  price  increase  on  all  resales 
averaged  25  percent,  but  in  '..'ard  and  Brown  counties,  the  price  incroasos 
avoraged  73  percent  vjid  70  percent,  respectively.
